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MEDICAL  REPORT 


The  domestic  circumstances  of  the  Asylum,  during  the  twelve 
months  just  concluded,  have  not  been  well  suited  to  the  display 
of  its  qualifications  as  a  retreat  for  those  afflicted  with  mental 
disorder.  The  extension  and  alterations  of  the  building,  which 
are  still  in  progress,  have  been  such  as  to  necessitate  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  workmen  both  within  and  without,  and  not  at  one  but 
at  several  points — interfering  much  with  the  ordinary  comfort 
and  security  of  the  establishment-limiting  the  freedom  of  the 
patients  and  the  usefulness  of  the  Institution,  and  occasioning 
great  increase  of  difficulty  and  anxiety  to  all  connected  with  the 
guidance  of  its  operations.  Two  of  the  largest  airing-grounds 
have  been  rendered  completely  unavailable  for  recreation  and 
exercise ;  about  twenty  of  the  most  disorderly  class  of  patients 
have  had  to  be  removed  from  parts  of  the  Hospital  which  had  to 
be  pulled  down,  and  provided  otherwise  with  accommodation ; 
and  indeed  the  whole  body  of  Lunatic  pauper  inmates  has  been 
in  a  measure  incommoded  by  the  restriction  of  freedom  and 
disturbance  of  arrangements  which  these  architectural  proceed¬ 
ings  of  necessity  involved.  Despite,  however,  of  all  this  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  established  ways  and  ordinary  movements  of 
the  Institution,  such  has  been  the  carefulness  of  those  entrusted 
with  the  charge  of  the  patients  that  no  untoward  circumstance 
falls  to  be  chronicled  as  having  resulted,  with  this  single 
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exception,  that  a  convalescent  female  patient,  abusing  the  trust 
placed  in  her  recovered  sanity,  took  advantage  of  an  imperfect 
barricade  to  make  her  escape  to  her  friends,  who  chose  to  retain 
her. 

Although  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Hospital  was  pretty 
widely  known,  the  number  of  applications  for  the  admission  of 
patients  has  been  unusually  numerous;  and  while  sixty-five  cases 
have  been  admitted,  no  fewer  than  forty  or  thereby  have  had  to 
be  refused,  solely  on  account  of  want  of  the  requisite  accom¬ 
modation  at  the  time  of  the  application.  In  order  that  the 
public  convenience  should  be  as  fully  secured  as  possible,  tem¬ 
porary  dormitories  were  contrived  ;  the  utmost  that  a  due  respect 
for  hygienic  considerations  would  permit  was  made  of  the  space 
set  apart  for  patients,  and,  when  a  choice  of  cases  was  possible, 
those  were  preferred  in  which  the  circumstances  were  of  the 
most  urgent  character.  Indeed,  the  daily  average  number  of 
patients,  (280.63),  has  not  been  under  that  of  the  preceding  year, 
a  fact  of  itself  sufficiently  avouching  the  trouble  that  has  been 
taken  to  render  the  temporary  interference  with  the  arrangements 
of  the  House  as  little  felt  in  the  abatement  of  its  usefulness  as  it 
was  possible  for  attention  to  that  object  to  effect. 

The  compensating  advantages  that  will  immediately  result 
to  the  residents  themselves  from  these  operations  will  be  more 
than  adequate  to  the  discomfort  undergone ;  for  wThile  the 
external  appearance  of  the  establishment  will  be  improved,  and 
its  extent  considerably  enlarged,  an  inferior  description  of  apart¬ 
ments  will  have  been  re-placed  by  rooms  more  in  harmony  with 
the  newer  portions  of  the  building;  several  additions  made  and 
alterations  effected  admitting  a  more  detailed  classification  of 
inmates ;  a  better  style  of  accommodation  afforded  to  private 
patients ;  and  various  desirable  improvements  carried  out  in 
domestic  arrangements. 
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The  general  health  of  the  household  during  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory,  except  during  the  months  of  August,  September, 

and  October,  at  which  time  the  cholera  was  prevalent  in 

\ 

Aberdeen,  when  one  or  two  cases  of  that  malady  made  their 
appearance  within  the  walls,  and  a  tendency  to  diarrhoea  was 
sufficiently  noticeable  throughout  the  establishment  but  more 
particularly  amongst  the  females.  A  sporadic  case  of  measles  also 
made  its  appearance  in  a  female  patient  for  some  time  resident 
in  the  Asylum,  and  who  had  no  known  opportunity  of  being 
exposed  to  the  risk  of  contagion.  After  infecting  one  of  her 
attendants  the  disease  spread  no  farther.  The  ratio  of  deaths, 
calculated  on  the  mean  number  of  inmates,  is  somewhat  under 
the  average  of  this  Institution.  The  only  unusual  features  in 
the  obituary  are — two  deaths  attributed  to  the  visitation  of 
cholera,  the  first  that  have  occurred  from  such  a  cause  in  this 
Hospital ;  and  the  unfortunate  issue  of  a  suicidal  wound  with 
which  the  patient  was  admitted. 

Calculated  in  relation  to  the  admissions,  the  number  of 
recoveries  has  this  year  been  high,  no  less  indeed  than  equivalent 
to  sixty  per  cent.  This  is  a  proportion  above  what  has  been 
recorded  in  the  reports  for  the  last  twenty-five  years,  or  has 
resulted,  I  believe,  in  any  other  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Institution. 

I  would  beg  to  acknowledge  my  obligations  for  their  efficient 
assistance  to  all  my  co-officials ;  as  also  to‘  the  Senior  Surgeon  to 
the  Royal  Infimary,  Dr.  Keith,  for  his  valuable  advice  and 
assistance  in  two  cases  of  surgical  importance.
